He says not less than 100,060 robes have been ship- 
ped by the two companies trading with his agency 
within the last year, 150,000 are destre yed, and a 
number of hides used hy the Indians to make their 
lodges. They are compelled to make them very 
sceure, to preserve them from the severe winter. 
Larce numbers of the buttaioes treeze or starve to 
deash in winter, in the snow banks which for 
months are found in drifts of from five to ten feet 
in depth, and numbers of them are drowned in 
crossing the Missouri River in large herds, by 
erwding upon one another. 


Port Pierre —This fort is owned and oecupied 
by the American Fur Company, and is the head- 
quarters of Col, A. J. Vaughan, Indian agent. 
The fort is about S00 miles above St. Joseph, on 
the east bank of the Missouri River. From Col. 
Vaughan we learn that the country surrounding it 
is magnificently grand and picturesque. There 
are some 300 white persons atthe diferent posts 
within the Sioux nation, most of whom are em- 
ployed by P. Chouteau, Jr. & Co..at Fort Pierre, 
and by Harry Premore & Co., at Fort Union. The, 
eanitalemployed by Chouteau & Co., it is estima- 
ted, will not fall tar short of £250,000; that of 
Premore & Co., about 850.000. Thetwo companies 
carry on atrade with the Indians with a system 
and energy worthy of success.
